Destruction by the Germans of 
more than 300 churches in his own 
diocese, "for which there was no 
military necessity," was described 
in New York by the Right Rev. 
Bugene Lois Jullen, Bishop of 
Arras, who with French and Eng- 
lish dignitaries was on the way to 
Baltimore to felicitate Cardinal 
Gibbons on the fiftieth anniversary 
of his consecration to the episco- 
pate.

France and Italy on his 
episcopal golden jubilee, whicli oc- 
curred Sunday, and the observance 
of which began Saturday. The 
French Commission arrived with the 
good wishes ahd congratulations of 
the French Government tad the 
French episcopacy. The Cbmmls- 
sion^ra were Monsignor Eugene I.. 
Jinllen, Bishop of Arras: Monsignor 
Baudrlllart, Rector of the Catholic 
Cniversity of Paris; M. I'Abbe 
Fiynn and M. I'Abbe Klein, both ot 
I'arla. 

\ delegation of prominent Cath- 
olic women of Baltimore presented 
Die prelate with a magnificent set 
of vestments. Cardinal Bourne and 
the Bishop of Northampton, Eng- 
land, ware preaent at the ceremony. 
Monalgttor Nicola, Secretary, of the 
Apoatolle delegation In Washington, 
presented the Cardinal a metal 
crucifix on which are delicately 
carved ivory figures of Christ and 
the Virgin Mary.

Delegations from the Catholics of 
France, Kngland, Belgium, Ireland, 
fianada and Mexico joined willi 
those from this country in Balti- 
iiioie on Sunday in honoring Car- 
dinal Gibbons on his fiftieth an- 
niver.-^ary as a BIshop. Bishop F. 
V\ . Keating, of Northampton, Eng- 
land, and Bishop Bttgene L. Jullen, 
of Arras. France, occupied prom- 
inent parta In the ceremony. 

It waa « announced that the 
French Government has conferred 
through Ambassador Jusserand at 
Washington on the Cardinal llie 
insignia of a grand officer of the 
lycKion of Honor. It was also an- 
nounced that the Sulplclans, who 
lire to build a new seminary at 
Washington, will make It a 
memorial to the Oardlnal. 

The Oardlnal reviewed bis work 
In the chunA from tiie days when 
he was a seminarian and praised 
the amicable relations that have ex- 
isted between the Church and State 
in America. He sjiid the absolute 
Independence of the Church frffiii 
the State had proved thv greatest 
blessing to the church in America. 

The popular celebrations In honor 
of the Cardinal were called Off be- 
nau«e of the outbreak of ^aniah 
influenza. A purse of |50,000 
from the Cathollca of the arch- 
diocese has been preaented to the 
Cardinal. 

On receiving a cablegram from 
the United States saying that the 
festivities incident to the golden 
jubilee of Cardinal Gibbons had 
been postponed, Pope Benedict, 
wishing to emphasize hi.s tribute to 
the venerable Archbishop of Balti- 
more, decided to send a special 
envoy to represent him at the cele- 
bration. He immediately appointed 
Ifonalgnor Oerretti as his personal 
repreaemtatlve to the Jubilee. Mon- 
signor Corretti Is the most prom- 
inent official ever sent by the 
Vatican to the United State*. Sev- 
eral Cardinals have visited here, 
nut they did not hold an office as 
Important as Monsignor Cerretti, 
who Is Secretary for extraordinary 
ecclesiastical ;iff.iiiH. He ranks 
next to Cardinal Gasparri, the Papal 
Secretary of SUte, who ranka naxt 
to the Pope. 

Monalgttor Cerretti probably will 
leafve next week for the United 
States bearing a special message

These eadted nnireraal 
horror «t the time, and Oermany 
could never regain the good opinion 
of the world until tlie.se triiiie.s were 
atoned for. ljut to continue in 
ruthles-sness, iwn while asking for 
peace, shows that repentanoe is 
BtlU far from the heart of German 
officialdom. Oermany wants peace 
only to save her own territory from 
the fate which her armies inflicted 
upon other land.s, and which she 
fear.s win now be visited upon her 
own people. But the ruthless 
slaughter of non-combatants on the 
passenger ship Lelnster shows that 
only her lack of power prevents her 
Infliding fre.sh liorrors upon the 
world Under the circumstances, it 
Is not difficult to understand that 
the Allies do not look upon Ger- 
many's peace offers as genuine and 
made in good faith. Had any 
other power on earth made the 
same offei of peace they would 
oavo been accepted at once. But 
ieriiiany's offer is viewed with deep 
suspicion and distrust because of 
her had faith in the past and also 
because of the continuation of her 
policy of ruthless devastation and 
Bhunielcss disregard of humane 
principles even in the hour in 
which she craves peace. There 
might be some condonation of past 
crimes were these not carried on to 
the very end. In thus carrying 
them on Germany has defeated her 
own purpose and made eertain her 
own punishment.

IvCt us hope, writes a Chicago 
correspondent, that the German 
lu-ople are at last coming from 
under the spell of Kaiserism and 
Kulturism.

So let uh free 
the world of the Kaiser while the 
time is at band. 



To be a Bishop for fifty years Is 
a most unusual distinction in itself 
BelniT a Cardinal of tb« Roman 
CathoUo^ ehuroh la « dignity at 
talned b r% acant few out of a 
multitude of prieata. In addition to 
that, to be a James Gibbons is to 
be a remarkable man without ref- 
erence to titular dignity. And 
James (Cardinal Gibbons, Archbishop 
of Baltimore, Intensely loyal Amerl 
can. Is all of these. 

Cardinal Gibbons was to have 
been publicly honored in hlg OMha- 
dral at Baltimora by way 4( cele- 
brating the attalnmont of « half 
cmtury of service ae a Blahop. The 
ecclesiastical pageant which was be- 
ing arranged under the snparviaion 
of Rev. John Nalnfa, of St. Mary's 
Seminary, Baltimore — the same St. 
Mary's in which Cardinal Gibbons 
as a young man was prepared for 
the priesthood — would have been 
one o f the most Imposing ev«r held 
In tbis' country. 

But the Cardinal considered that 
with an epidemic raging in Balti- 
more and elsewhere in the country 
It was not a proper time for rejolc 
Ing, even over ao great an event 
us the golden jubilee of one's 
episcopacy, so lie issued an order 
cancelling the celebration in Its 
entirety. 

There waa no high Pontifical 
maaa at the Baltimore Cathedral, 
(n fact there -was no high mass of 

any sort, the Cardinal having pre- 
viously ordered that only low 
masses be 'elebrated, that the peo- 
ple might gatlier to perform their 
religious duty and disperse in as 
brief a time as pos.-iible. And at 
one of these masses the Cardinal 
made his devotions and his thanks- 
giving, without any of the pomp or 
glory which waa being arranged. 

After the mass he received the 
guests who have come from long 
dlstlnces to greet bim, either on 
their own behalf or as representa- 
tives of dioceses, of States and of 
nations. Arclibishop Giovanni Bon- 
Kano, Papal Delegate to the United 
States, presented to him, as the per 
fional 1 epresentatlve of Pope Bene- 
dict, the large metal crucifix and the 
autograph letter of tbs Pontiff sent 
to this country by the hand of Mgr 
Pletro M Maria, the new Apostolic 
Oelegate to Canada, who arrived in 
the t'nited States a week ago and 
delivered the gift and letter to 
Archbishop Bonsano, procee<Ung on 
his way to Ottawa laat l%nraday 
evening, 

The Right Rev. Frederick Will- 
iam Keating, Lord Bishop of 
Northampton, presented a formal 
addreaa of congratulation on behalf 
of the RomanXMholle hlerareby of 
England. He waa accompanied by 
his codelegate, Mgr. A. S. Barnes, 
who is known here, having come 
over three times since the war 
Htarted. The French hierarchy also 
Bent .a delegation to take part In 
(he Intended celebration. Dis- 
tinguished prelates from various 
parts of the United States also 
^ll«d to pay their respects, and 
the Cardinal gave them an informal 
dinner. 

The date for. the oalabratlon Was 
set for two montha later than the 

actual anniversary of the evMit, 
which waa August 16, but because 
of heat common at that sea<ton, and 
the advanced age of many who 
would desire to participate In the 
celebration, it waa diattcad to 
October 20. 

Jamea Gibbons, now Cardinal, 
was bom In Baltimore July 13, 
1834, but waa Uken to Ireland 
when he was ten years of age. There 
he got his preliminary education 
He attracted the attention of Arch- 
lilshop McHale. of Tuam, who be- 
came deeply interested in the lad 
because of his fervor and diligence 
He remained in Ireland hut a 
few years, returning to Baltimoie 
and entering St Charlea College 
and at the conclusion of his course 
there he entered St. Mary's Sem- 
inary for hia final preparation, and 
was ordained a inrlMt on June 30, 
1861. 5 I 

His first charge was at St. Pat- 
rick's In Baltimore, but after a few- 
months his zeal and energy won him 
greatly enlarged duties. He waa 
transferred to St. Brigid's, Canton, 
and In addition given charge of 
tbe mission church at Locust Point 
and made unofficial chaplain to the 
soldiers at Fort McHenry. 

Arehblahop Spalding was greatly 
Imp rc ese d wtih the energetic young 
priest, and gave him the most 
urduous task he then had confront- 
ing him, the establishnient of the 
Vicariatc-Apostolic of North Caro- 
lina. He accepted the post, and on 
August 16, 1868, he was consecrated 
Bishop of Adrymatum, "In {tartlbus 
tnfldellum," in the Cathedral of 
Baltimore and proceeded at once to 
W^llmington. 

In the entire State there were at 
the time not over 700 Catholics in 
a population of about a ntflllon, and 
hut one or two prlest.'i. Put in the 
new prelate, a Bishop at thirty-four. 
North Carolina soon seemed to have 
a well esiabiished one-man hier- 
archy. Bishop Gibbons traveled, 
prtachlng up and down and croea- 
wise, preaching and teaching In 
balls, Court Houses and 
residences. Fired with 



raised tba cthuroh from a nagllgibie 
thing to aa Impoatng Inatltutlon. 

In 1872 he was transferred to 
the see of Richmond, succeeding 
Bishop MoGllI. Here he quickly 
gained the great i>opularity he bas 
always been able to win, and there 
was deep regret when In 1877 he 
was sent back to Baltimore. He 
was made titular Bishop of Jlnopolls 
and appointed Coadjutor to the ven- 
erable ArcbMahop Bayley.' Tba lat- 
ter died a little wblle later, and 
Bishop Glbbona aneoaeded him as 
Archbishop of Baltimore, receiving 
the pallium on February 10, 1878. 
Thus he attained the Archbishopric 
ten years after his elevation to the 
episcopany, and the present year 
marks the fortieth anniversary of 
the attAlnmeat ot^tbla higher dla- 
tinctlon. 

He was vwolntad by the iFiopo 
to bead the Third Plenary Cotmcil 
of Baltimora In 1884, after he bad 
accompanied a delegation of pre- 
lates to Romo to day before the 
Pontiff the needs of the church in 
this country. Two years afterward 
the Pope made him a Cardinal. 

Cardinal Gibbons Is a man of the 
simplest character, direct and force- 
ful in bis speech, extremely kindly 
In manner, and democratic to a de- 
gree that many of tboae who become 
of bis honaaboid wmotlniaa aeem 
unable to oadiantaad. 

He is of surprisingly easy access 
for a man of his position, wide range 
of duties and years. He can be seen 
almost any day he is in Baltimore at 
his home after 10 o'clock In the 
morning. One has only to send In 
his name and business, and it is 
extremely rare that tbe Cardinal 
does not immediately hurry down- 
Btalra from Ma atndy to receive his 
visitor. 

Hia house Is furnished with the 
utmost simplicity. The parlor shows 
the Cardinal red in Its wall recora- 
tlon and in its furniture, but the 
back parlor, also used as a recep- 
tion room, is furinshed In blue. 

.^11 his life the Cardinal has been 
a very light eater and a great walk- 
er. It used to be a standing Joke 
for him to ImrUo a new priset in the 
dioceae to come and take a walk 
with him. The Cardinal's little 
stroll generally occupied an hour, 
through tbe upblll and down dale 
streets of Baltimore, and the groukd 
was covered at a stride and paco 
lhat usually brought the Cardinal's 
companion back out of breath. The 
Cardinal still takes his dally walk 
but he Is not as frequently accom 
panled by other priesta aa he used 
to be in the older days. 

He is alao very particular about 
his bedtime. It la 10 p. m., and It 
Is a matter of more than passing Im 
portance that will keep bim up be- 
yond that hour. When he Is Invited 
to banquets bis hosts bestir them- 
selves to get them started on time, 
for even If dinner has not pro- 
gressed beyond the fish course w<hen 
his private cerfew rings, the Card! 
nal is very apt to be up and away. 
His favorite beverage Is butter- 
milk, of which be drinka freely, 
He takes but little wine, and smokes 
but two cigars a day. His supper is 
uauidly tea and toast, or bread and 
butter, with an occasional smoked 
herring, of which he Is very fond, 

'Pile Cardinal has always taken a 
deep Interest in public affairs, and 
has commented freely on current 
subjects of debate. In all of his 
addresses he has evinced intense 
patriotism, and has made it bis 
business to encourage patriotic fer- 
vor among the young memhara of 
his church. Since the war started 
he has been an active worker in 
every branch of ser-vice, from aiding 
in recruiting to raising funds and 
organizing bodies for the comfort 
and recreation of the young men in 
the American Armies. 

His broadmindednaaa bas won him 
high position in the miada of other 
than members of hi* own church 
During the years In which he has 
been the leading American Catholic 
ecclesiastic, the Catholic church has 
advanced steadily In public appre- 
ciation, and has become more and 
more a factor in the development of 
Ameircan standards of elliics and 
morals. To Just what extent the in- 
fluence of Cardinal Gibbons is re 
sponsible for this it would be im- 
possible to say.

One of the urgent duties of the 

times, and one to which we have 
called attention some months ago. 
la the Americanization of the Im- 
migrant. The Usk of making good 
Aimarloaaa ot those who have come 
into th« laad from beyond the bor- 
ders is not merely a duty imposed 
upon the immigrant himself, but 
one in which the comm'unity, the 
educational and social agencies and 
other organizations must share 
also. Night classes have been ar 
ranged for the newly arrived In the 
public schools in many cities, while 
practically all the lai-ger settlements 
provide such classes, both for 
mature men and women and for tbe 
younger generation. The settlement 
is naturally the agency best quall- 
fed to do such work, for the edu 
cation of the Immigrant is spe 
ciflcaly a social task and can most 
profiUbly be oomlttcted from this 
point of view. A purely academic 
knowledge of English and the rudi- 
ments of citizenship are but a sorry 
substitute for the broader education 
which the trained social worker Is 
gaalinad to impart. 

Aa 4ntere8tlng example of how 
the Pttbllo aohoola oo-operated with 
an already eatabllahed Immigration 
Bureau is furnished by the city of 
Cleveland, where the following ex- 
periment was made aevoral years 
ago, when the participation in the 
work of training for citizenship wa3 
not as general as it is today. "The 
luini igi at ion Bureau," we read in a 
report of the Chairman of that of- 
fice, "was glad to oo-operate with 
the Board of Education In helping 
to liberate the immigrant from this 
handicap (ignorance of the English 
language) by the teaching of Eng- 
lish. Several weeks before the 
opening of the elementary public 
night schools in the fall the bureau 
interviewed In person and by letter 
a large number of persona qualified 
ti) become teachers of English to 
foreigners. Then all wishing to 
qualify for such positions were re- 
quested to attend a training course 
of four sessions conducted under 
the unKed supervision of the Su- 
perintendent of elementary public 
night schools and the Bureau of 
unmlgration. At thaaa meatings 
speakers intlmat«ly aeqaafatad with 
the needs of the immigrant and the 
means of best meeting these needs 
presented tbe problem of teaching 
English and its best means of 
solution. At one session a practical 
demonstration was given on tbe 
platform on which a group ot for- 
eign speaking men were given a 
first leaaon in IBnglhib, and at each 
session ample opportunity was 
given for discussion and itueations. 
The bureau further gave its support 
by advertising these classes and by 
helping In their organization." 
Hooks w-ere loaned to teachers, 
along with pamphlets and other 
materials. 

This method is outlined here be- 
caoise, although it has been super- 
seded by many extensions 'in nu- 
merous cities, it nevertheless con- 
tains many helpful suggestions to 
beginners. The task Itself Is one 
which should not be "onflned to 
these rudiments of training, nor 
should Its execution be limited to 
the public schools, civic agencies 
and non-Catholic settlements. It 
must be broadened In«scope (and It 
has been) so as to embrace all that 
will guide the immigrant over the 
chasm which aeparatea him from a 
thorough understanding of Ameri- 
can life and American institutions. 
It must also be engaged In by 
Catholics much more extensively 
than has been done heretofore. 
There are few of our higher acad- 
eiiiivs, uni\ ei-slties, etc., located iu 
larger industrial centers wliii li 
could not engage in citiztnstni 
training as a social endeavor and a- 
a matter of charity. And for that 
matter many of our Catholic aocie- 
tles, parish and indapandaat or- 
ganisations, could make thalr meet- 
ing halla centers for this sort of 
training. 

A survey of the situation should 
be made by parish and other socie- 
ties in co-operation with the pastorn 
01 foreign tongue parishes, this 
survey to cover all posslbllitlea for 
classes, meeting places, number of 
pupils, available men for teaching, 
etc. An ezecntive eonualttea should 
be in charge, and It should soUeit 
the aid of foreign bom phyaidans 
and attorneys, who can increaae 
their prestige with their country- 
men by such aid. This survey will 
be followed by selection of teachers, 
whose forces can be Increased by 
volunteers from the outside and by 
lady workers. The teachers are to 
be pivpared for their work by from 
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country but are still waiting for In- 
troduction into the spirit and prac- 
tice of citiienahip are of our faith. 
Many of them ara now being aided 
in non-Catholic social centers, civic 
centers and Ul the public schools. 
And yet we who decry the indiffer- 
ence to religion which becomes 
manifest In their ranks, their de- 
fection from the ranks .of the 
church, neglect to make use of 
soane of the most effective means of 
gaining and holding them. And 
thaae meaaa are Catholic settle- 
menta and cttisenahlp dasaea. Both 
of these uadartaklngs may be made 
e«entlaUy works of charity, even as 
thay aro aaaatlally patriotic in the 
beat sense ot tbe word.
